TORONTO, Jan. 25.—The national policy of the Con- 
servative party, brought up to date, was offered today by | 


W. D. Herridge, former Canad 


ian minister to Washington, as 


the basis for a new reform movement to save Canada from 
fascism and give the people greater economic security. 


Although sounding the key-note+ 
of. the new Conservative party plat- | 


form,: Mr. Herridge at times sound- 
ed:as if he were expounding the 
Social Credit theories of Premier 
Aberhart of Alberta. 

“Caneda is out of step with pro- 
gress. We cling to scarcity when 
plenty might be our lot, Unless 
reform controls the acts of gov- 
ernment, reaction will” were some 
of the sentences shot across the 
table with machine gun like pre- 
cision. 

Later he spoke even more Social 
Credit language. “In this age of 
plenty the lowliest Canadian is en- 
titled to well being,” he said. “Do 
not delay. This is a_ situation 


which makes us all look silly. Here |

“The way of reform is hazardous” 
he warned. “The old capitalism is | 
powerful and blocks the way. The 
impulse of the old capitalism is 
never forward. Its heaven lies be- 
hind it. Abundance is its hell. For 
the old capitalism is not able to 
reconcile to its well-being, produc- 
tion in terms of our capacity to 
consume. 


ISSUE IS PROGRESS 


“The issue then, is progress, reac- 
tion or reform.” 

“Reaction wants the Conservative 
party and will bid high for it,” Mr. 
Herridge said. “Don’t let reaction 
have it. This is the people's party, 
democracy’s last hope, the only 
answer to the Fascist threat.” 

Equitable distribution of the pro- 
ducts of labor, increased purchasing 
power for workers, minimum prices 
for farm products, freedom from 
dependence on international trade, 
monetary and banking reform, were 
highlights of Mr, Herridge’s pro- 
gram 

“Reform will give us, I believe,

Construction of an addition to 
cost- 
ing $100,000, will be carried out 
during the current year, while an 
addition to the Red Deer training 
school for children, involving a | 
cost of $50,000, also will be erecied, | 
Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, minister of 
health and in charge of relief, | 
stated on Tuesday. Estimates to 
cover cost of construction of these 
two buildings will be placed be- | 
fore the legislature at the session | 
Opening on February 10. | 
Increase in the number of men- 
tal cases has necessitated the addi- 
tion to the Oliver institution, while 
the greater number of patients| 
quailfying for treatment at the Red. 
Deer institution has made it necess- 
ary for increased accommodation. 
Last year an addition to the 
Oliver hospital was built costing 
$200,000 and Dr. Cross stated that 
this will be formally opened, prob- 
ably within the next two or three 
weeks. This addition provided for | 
200 patients and with it, the total 
accommodation will be brought up| 
to 750. 


125 ADDITIONAL PATIENTS 

The new addition planned for 
this year will take care of 125 ad- 
ditional patients, bringing the cap- 
acity up to 875. 

This addition will be in the form 
of a dormitory and will be con- 
structed one mile from the main} 
buiiding and will be for taking care 
of those patients who are on farm | 
work.

Virtually Out 
Due New Rules 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25. Short 
selling in a falling stock market will 
be virtually taboo under regulations 
issued by the United States secur! 
ties commission Monday 

A short must sell stock at a price 
at least ‘s of a point above the price 
of the last sale, say the regulations, 
which go into effect on Feb. 8 

This has the effect of outlawing 
all except rare cases of short sell- 
ing in a declining market, because 

when prices are going down, 
shorts will find it imporsible to 

sell at figures higher than the 
previous sale.

All To Reach Safety In 
Perfect Order 


MONTREAL, Jan. 25 — More 
than 250 occupants of the Notre 
Dame Den Anges convent in sub- 
urban Ville St, Laurent made 
safe exit when fire inflicted $30.- 
000 damage to the institution last 
night. Firemen of St. Laurent, 
which lies to the northwest of 
downtown Montreal, quickly con- 
trolled the flames, 


In contrast to the loss of the lives 


of 46 boy students and teaching 
Brothers when the Sacred Heart 
College at St. Hyacinthe, 35 miles 


southeast of here, was destroyed a 
week ago, 100 girl boarders at the 


convent filed safely from their dor- 
mitory, 100 nuns similarly reached 
safety, and 50 invalided nuns in the 


fire-proof infirmary were carried 
out as @ precautionary measure, 
When the blaze was discovered 
at the bottom of a chute, one of 
the nuns notified all sections of 
the convent by means of the 
private fire alarm = system. An- 
other nun telephoned the St 
Laurent fire department for aid. 


The approximately 100 nuns in a 
fourth-floor dormitory formed into 
ranks without panic and marched 
down the stairs lo the open air. The 
girl students disrobing for the night 
in their north wing dormitory were 


ordered to put their clothing on 
again, and marched downstairs in 
perfect order under direction af

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THE BANK PAYS 

The Bank of Canada last year earned a profit 
of $2,268,000. As the Government owns the 
majority of the stock, the lion’s share of the 
money goes into the public treasury. Dividends 
on the stock took $454,000, something more than 
half going to the Government. Of the remain- 
ing $1,800,000 plus, one-third is transferred to 
the special reserve fund of the Bank and two- 
thirds to the general revenue fund of the Gov- 
ernment. 

All told, upwards of one and a half millions 
thus go into the national treasury, and is 
revenue which otherwise the Government 
would not have or would have to collect through 
taxation, The Bank’s customers are the com- 
mercial banks, and from these much of its 
profits are derived. As the commercial banks 
are lending at lower rates than in former years 
they have not passed along the central Bank's 
charges to the public. Indirectly the Bank of 
Canada thus seems to be operating as a tax on 
the commercial banks. 


BURNS’ NIGHT 

This evening, in Edmonton as in all places 
where the Scot has made his home men and 
women will gather to honor Robert Burns, whom 
the kind centuries have consecrated into one of 
the heroes of literature. 

“Try and reconstruct Burns as he was,” ex- 
horted Lord Rosebery. “A peasant, born in a 
cottage that no sanitary inspector in these days 
would tolerate for a moment; struggling with 
desperate effort against pauperism, almost in 
vain snatching at scraps of learning in the inter- 
vals of toil, as it were with his teeth; a heavy, 
silent lad, proud of his plowing. All of a sudden, 
without preface or warning, he breaks out into 
exquisite song, like a nightingale from the brush- 
wood, and continues singing as sweetly—with 
nightingale pauses—till he dies. A nightingale 
Sings because he cannot help it; he can only sing 
exquisitely because he knows no other. So it 
was with Burns.”

INSURANCE OR NONE? 

Parliament will be asked to approve a peti- 
tion to be sent to the King asking that the par- 
liament of Great Britain—which enacted the 
B.N.A. Act—amend that legislation by the addi- 
tion of two words. It is proposed that the clause 
which enumerates matters entirely under Dom- 
inion control shall be extended by the addition 
of the words “unemployment insurance.” 

This of course is preliminary to the introduc- 
tion of a federal unemployment scheme, of 
which notice has been given to the public but 
the details of which are not known. Six of the 
nine provinces have consented to the Dominion 
thus taking on the job of establishing some sort 
of a security plan for wage and salary earners. 
The other three have not consented as yet. Their 
consent is not regarded as necessary. 

But while it may not be necessary to secure 
passing of the amendment and inception of the 
insurance plan, unanimous consent of the prov- 
inces is for many reasons desirable. Unemploy- 
ment, it has to be assumed, is to be a permanent 
menace, if not in more or less degree a permanent 
condition. Insurance, on one pattern or another, 
is the means commonly employed to meet the 
condition in countries which have been facing 
it longer than has Canada, 

None of the provinces has shown any inten- 
tion to introduce an unemployment insurance 
scheme on its own account. If they all did so we 
would have nine different, and probably incon- 


| sistent, schemes operating in the Dominion. There 


can be nothing in such a prospect to appeal to 
any one as preferable to a uniform plan operated 
under a single authority in all provinces and 
territories. 

Should any provincial government refuse 
ultimately to consent to the Dominion under- 
taking the duty, it will have difficulty in finding 
reasons to justify its refusal, considering the 
urgency of the need and the failure of the prov- 
inces to develop insurance plans of their own. A 
“dog in the manger” attitude on this question 
would be poor service to the public.

CUTTING TAXES 


“Reduce Taxes” is always 4 popular cry and 
many ways of achieving this very desirable re- 
sult which would benefit everyone are suggested 
by those who raise their voices. Possibly one of 
the most practical steps to lower the burden 
would be to find ways attd means of decreasing 
the enormous expenditures for relief which, al- 
though justified to a large measure, are adding to 
our national difficulties. 

To reach this point work must be available. 
Employment, however, is largely governed by 
consumer demand. As sales decline, so does em- 
ployment. Conversely, if sales increase the ser- 
vices of more men and women must be utilised 
in the channels opened by the upward swing in 
buying. 

That supports the point established by the 
Produced in Canada movement, to wit, that the 
more Canadian merchandise bought by our own 
people, whether it be from industry, the farm or 
our own waters, the more employment will be 
available, and, conjointly, the less money will be 
required for unemployment relief. That, at least, 
offers one way, even though it be small, of tack- 
ling the problem of tax reduction. It has a-twoe 
fold advantage in that it assures more employ- 
ment at the same time that it offers hope of some 
reduction in the enormous expenditures for sup- 
port of our unemployed. 

Of course, the remedy, in this particular dir- 
ection, lies in the hands of our own people. If 
they insisted on “Buying Canadian” where price 
and quality are at least equal, on every occasion, 
we could soon hope for some increase in the 
number of Canadians who would be gainfully 
employed.—Exchange, 


NEW ZEALAND’S TRADE WITH CANADA 
IN 1936 


Canada occupied sixth place among purchas- 
ers of New Zealand products in 1936, as com- 
pared to fourth place in 1935, writes Mr. W. F. 
Bull, Canadian trade commissioner at Auckland, 
in the Commercial Intelligence Journal. Al- 
though the Dominion’s relative position was less 
favorable, total purchases increased by 68 per 
cent—from $2,627,936 to $5,512,022. This com- 
pared with an increase in exports to all coun- 
tries of 22 per cent. Canada took 1.96 per cent 
of New Zealand's total exports in 1936 as against 
1.41 per cent in 1935. The principal commodi- 
ties entering into the export trade with Canada 
were wool, calf skins, and sausage casings, which 
together made up 84 per cent of New Zealand’s 
exports to the Dominion in 1936. Others of im- 
portance were butter, seeds, apples, and kauri 
gum. 

Canada was the fourth most important source 
of imports into New Zealand in 1936 with 7.53 
per cent of the total valued at $13,302,768. This 
compared with 6.75 per cent or $9,802,464 in 1935 
and 6.70 per cent or $8,394,440 in 1934. Com- 
pared with 1935, New Zealand imports from 
Canada have increased by 31 per cent at a time 
when imports from all sources have increased 
by only 21 per cent. 

Among the imports from Canada in 1936 the 
following showed noteworthy increases: Wheat, 
jams, jellies and marmalades, wood-pulp and 
paper-pulp, hats and caps, hosiery, apparel and 
ready-made clothing, hat hoods, felt, unblocked 
and unsewn; iron and steel, bar, bolt and rod; 
electric meters; plain fencing wire; batteries, 
other than storage; electric motors; washing 
machines, mangles, and wringers; and calcium 
carbide. . 


MAINLY BLUSTER 

As election results have to be measured by 
the issues, defeat of Mr. Camillien Houde in St. 
Henri, Montreal, increases the significance of 
Lotbiniere. In each case it was a fight over 
the Federal Government's defense measures, 
and in each the Government was firmly sus- 
tained. If importance is attached to the fig- 
ures, they show that in the rural constituency 
the Liberal majority was unprecedented and in 
the industrial riding it was reduced greatly 
from 1935. But Mr. Houde claimed the support 
of a solid block of 3,000 Italian votes, which, 
obviously, bore no relation to French-Canadian 
sentiment. That he was M. Houde, three times 
Mayor of Montreal, colorful and gifted in po- 
litieal ways, undoubtedly brought him thousands 
of personal votes. Balancing the qualities which 
have made the erstwhile Conservative Leader 
popular on any platform against the lavish 
promises Liberal speakers are said to have made 
in the riding, the victory remains with the good 
sense of Quebec electors. They refused to be 
siampeded by wild war threats. 

The result was waited with interest every- 
where because of the issue, although less so, 
perhaps, than the outcome of Lotbiniere, which 
spoke for the dominating habitant element. 
There the young Nationalist editor failed to 
frighten the electors with conscription talk, and 
in St. Henri the veteran Conservative, running 
as an Independent, failed as badly. 

Notwithstanding the traditional Liberalism 
of both constituencies, the Federal] Government 
and the Canadian people have reassurance that 
the anti-defense campaign in Quebec is more 
of bluster than substance.—Toronto Globe and 
Mail,

Acne is the medical name of an inflamma- 
tory skin disorder, usually referred to by the 
layman as “pimples.” It produces the distress- 
ing crops of red pimples topped with pus which 
80 often cause the boy or girl in the ‘teeen age 
to feel embarrassment. 


Such blemishes commonly appear on the 
face,, but may also be present across the upper 
back. Squeezing or “picking” of the pimples 
may lead to an unsightly scarring of the skin. 
The disorder may be present over a period of 
years and the sufferer usually tries a variety 
of remedies during that time, with little or no 
success, 

Acne is most likely to be found th 
having otly skins and is often ceutmnguelied ~ 
oily skins and is often accompanied by an oily 
condition of the hair, helping to cause further 
— to appear. 

, causes of acne are both in - 
ternal—that is, they come from fom the Sante 
and the outside. Of the two, the internal 
Caises are the more important. Any of the fol- 
lowing causes may operate to produce the dis- 
cau ana on eee over-eating of 
and too little exercise. sry aed acs, 

Some of the outside factors which ai 
prolonging the disorder are the cnaahive br 
thrown out on the skin surface, which oil causes 
the skin to collect dirt easily; and also the tend- 
ency to squeeze the pimples and blackheads 
which serves to cause further irritation. Lack of 
proper cleansing of the skin and mis-guided 
treatment in the way of smearing -on ointments, 
may also intensify the tendency to acne. 

There is considerable evidence to believe 
that in a patient who has followed wrong habits 
of living, Nature attempts to bring about a 
general cleansing of the body during the ‘teen 
age at a time certain important glands are de- 
veloping, and that acne may be a ‘part of this 
cleansing process. However, the young person 
who has followed correct habits of living is able 
to go through this stage of development with- 
out embarrassing pimples. I believe that when 
they appear, they are a sign that the patient 
should change his wrong habits of living to 
better ones. 

The three changes which will do the most 
good are: First, the adoption of those rneasures 
which will bring about a thorough cleansing of 
the intestinal tract; second, the use of the fast, 
followed by a wholesome, simple diet; and third, 
the correct method of washing the affected 
areas, supplemented by local treatment if nec- 
essary. 

The treatment of acne must be both local 
and constitutional and a number of measures 
must be used simultaneously, in order to bring 
about the most rapid results. 

Constipation will usually be present and re- 
quires adequate measures for its correction. 
Those who are troubled with acne generally 
notice that the pimples are most profuse after 
they have allowed the intestinal elimination to 
remain sluggish. The patient may do a great 
deal to encourage a better functioning of the 
intestine through using a larger amount of the 
green leafy vegetables which provide bulk or 
roughage, and through taking vigorous physical 
culture exercises each day of the type benefi- 
cial in strengthening the abdominal muscles.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: V. S. writes: “I am an extra in 
motion pictures and was talking to a featured 
player the other day who tells me that he re- 
covered from stomach trouble and has greatly 
improved his health through following your 
rules for good food combinations and taking the 
slanting board exercises which you recommend. 
I am puzzled as to just which foods combine 
well with each other. Will you be good enough 
to outline some simple rules for me to follow? 
As you are probably aware, being in pictures 
is somewhat of a nervous strain, and I find that 
my stomach misbehaves unless I use only the 
simplest of meals. As soon as I try eating any- 
thing and everything, my discomfort comes 
right back.” 

ANSWER: As you have discovered, you are 
not the only one who is aware that the man or 
woman attempting to act before the camera 
must be careful of the diet. Many of the stars 
watch their menus very carefully all of the time 
that they are working in a picture. Here are 
some simple rules about food combinations for 
you to follow: Proteins, such as meats, cheese, 
fish and nuts, are most easily digested when 
combined with the non-starchy vegetables. The 
vegetables may be cooked or may be used in 
salads. Combine the starches, such as bread, 
potatoes, rice, spaghetti, etc, also with the 
vegetables but not with proteins, and not with 
acids. In using acid fruits, eat them by them- 
selves or use them with milk. Fats and oils may

SOLDIER SETTLERS 

Editor, Bulletin: As one who 
served three and a half years in 
the C.E.F, I would certainly ap- 
preciate any action on the part of 
the Government of a general char- 
acter, that would be beneficial to 
| all returned men, but, any further 
| consideration to be shown by the 
government towards those who 
| have already received so much, 
| must naturally cause great discon- 
tent and dissatisfaction amongst 
the greatly more’ numerous num- 
ber of returned men, who as far as 
financial assistance towards re-es- 
tablishment, have so far been neg- 
lected. 

We must believe that all those 
| who took up land under the Soldier 
Settlement Board, were normal 
men—that they were in full pose 
session of their mental capacity— 
that they had a fair knowledge of 
arithmetic and had some experi- 
ence of business and understood the 
basis of the law of contract. 

No coercion was used to force 
anyone to go upon the land and it 
would be as well before reviewing 
the great advantages these Soldier 
| Settlers have already received to 
state what does happen to those 
who took up land through real es- 
tate firms and general land com- 
| panies. 

In case of failure to pay and non- 
compliance with their contracts, 
they are turned off the land, with 
little sympathy or sentiment as to 
their future welfare. This general 
practice bears no comparison, to 
the more than generous treatment, 
extended to Soldier settlers, by the 
Canadian government. 

Those who took up land under 
the S.S.B. were provided with the 
land, horses, cattle, machinery, 
seed, feed and effects. In some 
cases settlers were paid for break- 
ing their own land.

OTTAWA, Jan. 2%. — Prairie 
farmers received $254,371,000 for 
wheat, livestock and other pro- 
Gucts in the first 11 months of 
1937, it was estimated Monday by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
ties. 

The receipts represented a gain of 
$23,891,000 over the same period in 
1936 and $36,023,000 higher than 


1935. The percentage gains for the 
Al-month periods were 10 and 16. 
Manitoba farmers received 75 
per cent more cash income from 
marketings than in the same per- 
fod in 1936. The Saskatchewan 
income, due to drought conditions, 
was down considerably but Al- 
berta’s was up 62 per cent. 


Manitoba's farm income was $71,- 
621,090, compared with $41,038,000 in 
in 1936 and 
$31,973,000 in 1935. This was divid- 
ed $50,006,000 for crops and $21,615,-

| Fifteen Bodies Still Missing 


In Blackened Ruins Of 


College

ST. HYACINTHE, Que., Jan. 
25—Raking the slush-covered 
debris of Sacred Heart College in 

@ pelting rain, searchers recover- 
ed another body last night to 
raise the total of known dead in 
last Tuesday's disaster to 31. 
Fifteen of the 46 boys and teach- 
ing brothers killed in the fire 
were still missing. 

The body, second recovered Mon- 
day, was identified tentatively by 
college directors as that of Brother 
Jenjamin, 27, formerly Jean Bruno 
Blanchard of Montreal. Earlier the 
remains of Brother Xavier, born 
Vincent Letourneau of Pawtucket, 


R.I., were removed from the still- | 


smouldering ruins. 

Brother Xavier was identified by 
John Letourneau, a brother, of 
Pawtucket, who recognized his 
cruicifix and keys. 

Search through the  biack, 
twisted ruins was not halted even 
as bodies of 17 victims were car- 
ried to the small, stucco moriuary 
chapel in the rambling cemetery 
on the outskirts of St. Hyacinthe. 
The bodies, only four of them 
identified, were brought there 
Monday in eight hearses after a 
Pontifical Requiem Mass in the 
city’s twin-spired cathedral. 

Within a few hours of the fun- 
eral, attended by more than 5,000
